REMARKS 

With this Response, claims 1 and 14 are amended. No claims are added. Claims 9 and 
20 are cancelled. Therefore, claims 1-7, 10, 14-18 and 22-28 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant acknowledges that claims 24-28 were deemed allowable. 
Claims 4-7, 9, 15-18 and 20 have been objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. $ 102 

Claims 1-3, 10, 14, 22 and 23 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US Patent No. 6,1 14,201 to Wu (hereinafter "Wu"). 

Claim 1 

Applicant has amended claim 1 to incorporate all the limitations of allowable claim 9. 
Specifically, amended claim 1 recites in part, "epitaxially growing a semiconductor material 
within the one or more trenches to fill the one or more trenches. " Applicant respectfully 
requests the Examiner to remove the 35 U.S.C. §102 rejection of claim 1 and dependent claims 
2-7 and 10. 

Claim 14 

Applicant has amended claim 14 to incorporate all the limitations of allowable claim 20. 
Specifically, amended claim 14 recites in part, "epitaxially growing a semiconductor material 
within the one or more trenches to fill the one or more trenches. " Applicant respectfully 
requests the Examiner to remove the 35 U.S.C. §102 rejection of claim 14 and dependent claims 
2-7 and 10.
